The NSCA Cleaner Transport Forum 


The Cleaner Transport Forum was established in 1997 to bring together organisations with an interest in 
Transport and the Environment. It has 60 members including representatives from the oil and motor industries, 
local authorities, retail and distribution interests, environment and transport consultancies. Two major reports 
- on Cleaner Fuels and on Low Emission Zones - have been published, with a Low Emission Zone Toolkit launched 
at the NEC on 10 November 1999. A summary of the Toolkit can also be downloaded from the NSCA website: 
www.greenchannel.com/nsca. 


The Forum is currently overseeing a second phase of co-operative research on the implementation of Low 
Emission Zones. Other issues on its agenda include: dealing with older vehicles (retrofit and scrappage); 
transport noise mapping and links to air quality management; local authority purchasing of alternatively 
fuelled vehicles, and other cleaner fuels issues. 


The second phase of LEZ research runs from January — December 2000; it is being undertaken by consultants 
Transport & Travel Research (TTR) and NSCA, with the Cleaner Transport Forum acting in a steering role. It 
covers four broad areas: 


- following up policy and regulatory issues on which the first phase Report concluded that consensus among 
practitioners would be important. 


- following up the initial dissemination of the Report on a more targeted basis; and getting arrangements in 
place to monitor early local authority practice. 


- providing initial practical advice and support for early local authority applications, working with a small 
number of pilot authorities; 


- ensuring effective liaison among associated initiatives and with policy bodies.

AIMS & OBJECTIVES 


The Environmental Analysis Co-operative (EAC) is a collaborative project between industry, government and 
public interest groups, supported and serviced by NSCA. It aims to strengthen industry contribution to 
environmental protection, enhance co-operation between operators, regulators and environmental interest 
groups, and pursue more open and cost-effective systems for meeting environmental legislation. 


To achieve these aims, the EAC: 
e Provides a forum for operators and regulators to exchange ideas and develop consensual approaches; 


e Undertakes collaborative projects to develop processes which achieve environmental objectives in the most 
efficient and cost-effective way for process-operators; 


'e Disseminates and reviews information related to new environmental legislation of relevance to regulated 
industries. 


HISTORY 


The EAC was launched in 1994, with the backing of some 50 organisations, as a joint exercise using resources 
and expertise contributed by its members. Following a review of its governance and financial arrangements, the 
EAC was established in its present form in 1998, when a new framework for membership was introduced. 


In April 1999, a new programme of work was initiated related to IPPC and environmental assessment, with 
funding provided by the Environment Agencies in England, Scotland, Wales and Northern Ireland. Details of the 
programme can be obtained from the Secretariat and will be regularly reported in the bi-monthly newsletter 
due for publication from Summer 2000. 


STRUCTURE 
The EAC operates at three levels: 


e Members Forum —comprising representatives of all members of the Co-operative. Meets three times per year 
to receive news and reports on current projects, identify new areas of interest, receive briefings from field 
leaders and discuss new legislative developments. 


e Executive Committee — appointed by the Members Forum and responsible for management of the work 
programme and implementation of the business plan. 


e Project Working Groups — comprised of interested members and responsible for carrying forward the 
projects identified by the Forum.

STRUCTURE 

NSCA is a registered Charity, with regional Divisions throughout the UK. The 
Divisions elect members to the National Council of the Society, which determines 
the Society’s principal policies and activities, and to a smaller Board of Trustees, 
which is responsible for effective administration of the Society. Both Council and 
Board have additional co-opted members. The work of the Charity is 
complemented by a registered company, NSCA Services Ltd, which undertakes 
training and professional activities and provides services and support to other 
environmental bodies. 


POLICY 

The Society is recognised nationally and internationally for its balanced arguments, 
response to issues, integrity and promotion of public education. Policy discussion 
and formulation is initiated by NSCA Divisions and at the annual conference as well 
as within the Council of the Society. Policy details are evolved by the appropriate 
committees and working groups. 


POLICY COMMITTEES 

Each of the principal policy committees of the Society meets quarterly. They 
develop new proposals on policy and practice, prepare responses to Government 
consultations; they contribute to Society projects in the policy, practice, training 
and educational fields, and generally monitor developments within their specialist 
area. 


PROGRAMME 

NSCA develops proposals for government, other authorities and agencies and 
industry on all matters relating to air pollution, noise, land quality, waste and 
environmental management. This includes the drafting of legislation and standards, 
technical matters and local and national issues. NSCA organises conferences, 
workshops and training seminars, produces a wide range of information and 
educational publications and regular briefings on current issues. It also establishes 
from time to time special commissions or working groups to address specific issues 
of immediate concern. At present those include Industrial Regulation and 
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Sustainable Development and a working group on public acceptability of 
incineration.

The Society has an extensive library and its information department, which 
provides a service both to members and to the public. Publications include a range 
of leaflets covering current issues and legislation, the annual Pollution Handbook, 
monthly Briefing and quarterly journal Clean Air; NSCA also publishes the papers 
presented at its annual conference, technical papers and occasional reports and 
surveys.

The Council of the National Society for Clean Air and Environmental Protection consists of: 

* the Chairman and two Deputy Chairmen of Council, elected annually (Article 35). 

* the President of the Society; Immediate Past President; Hon. Treasurer; Immediate Past Chairman 


of the Council; the elected representative of each Division to the Executive Committee; elected 
representatives from the Divisions (Article 34); and

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Policy Committees 


AIR POLICY COMMITTEE 

This large and active committee is currently chaired by Steve Moorcroft, head of Air 
Quality for Stanger Science and Environment. In the last 3 years the Committee has 
played a significant role in shaping the UK Air Quality Strategy, and the statutory 
guidance for Local Air Quality Management published by DEFRA. In addition, it has 
coordinated the development of four NSCA guides for local authorities on Air Quality 
Management. Alongside air quality issues, the Committee is extending its work into 
indoor air pollution and climate change. 


LOCAL ENVIRONMENT MANAGEMENT FORUM 

The Forum works in association with the specialist committees to review and assess 
the ways in which our local environments are managed. The integration of 
environmental issues into mainstream policy and the implementation of sustainable 
development at the local level are the principal work areas for this policy group. It is 
chaired by Graham Rees, Head of Environmental Services for Leeds City Council and is 
concerned with such issues as the developing nature of Community Strategies and 
emerging systems of local environmental management, such as Community Warden 
schemes. 


NATIONAL NOISE COMMITTEE 

Noise as a pollutant continues to rise up the political agenda, with the focus shifting 
from domestic to environmental and traffic noise. The National Noise Committee, 
chaired by Brian Marsh, acts as the primary policy forum for practitioners, consultants 
and academics active in this field. The work of the Committee is centred on the 
emerging national ambient noise strategy, the development of the EU Directive on the 
Assessment and Management of Environmental Noise and the development of good 
practice in the management and control of noise. It also coordinates National Noise > 
Action Day and the annual NSCA Noise Survey. 


LAND QUALITY COMMITTEE 

This is NSCA’s most recently formed Committee and is chaired by Dame Barbara 
Clayton. It has concentrated on the legacy of contaminated land and measures for re- 
development and restoration. Two conferences addressed the practical issues arising 
from the Contaminated Land Regime (Part IIA) for both Local Authorities and the 
Environment Agency, in particular strategy development, risk assessment, legal liability, 
data handling and training. The Urban Task Force Report and the Urban White Paper 
provided opportunities for the Committee to contribute to policy development and 
participate in new initiatives such as the launch of the Land Condition Record. The role 
of organisations such as the Regional Development Agencies in successfully delivering 
the policy objectives will be a clear focus for the Committee over the coming year 
together with its continuing programme of support for the effective implementation of 
land quality legislation.

The NSCA Cleaner Transport Forum 


The Cleaner Transport Forum was established in 1997 to bring together 
organisations with an interest in transport and the environment. It has 60 members 
including representatives from the oil and motor industries, local authorities, retail 
and distribution interests, environment and transport consultancies. Two major 
reports - on Cleaner Fuels and on Low Emission Zones - have been published. A 
summary of the Low Emission Zone Toolkit and factsheets can also be downloaded 
from the NSCA website: www.nsca.org.uk. 


The Forum is currently overseeing a further phase of co-operative research on the 
implementation of Low Emission Zones. Other issues on its agenda include: dealing 
with older vehicles (retrofit and scrappage); transport noise mapping and links to air 
quality management; local authority purchasing of alternatively fuelled vehicles, and 
other cleaner fuels issues.

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Environmental Analysis Co-operative 


AIMS & OBJECTIVES 


The Environmental Analysis Co-operative (EAC) is a collaborative project between 
industry, government and public interest groups, supported and serviced by NSCA. 
It aims to strengthen industry contribution to environmental protection, enhance co- 
operation between operators, regulators and environmental interest groups, and 
pursue more open and cost-effective systems for meeting environmental legislation. 


To achieve these aims, the EAC: 


e provides a forum for operators and regulators to exchange ideas and develop 
consensual approaches; 


e undertakes collaborative projects to develop processes which achieve 
environmental objectives in the most efficient and cost-effective way for 
process-operators; 


disseminates and reviews information related to new environmental legislation of 
relevance to regulated industries. 


HISTORY 


The EAC was launched in 1994, with the backing of some 50 organisations, as a 
joint exercise using resources and expertise contributed by its members. Following 
a review of its governance and financial arrangements, the EAC was established in 
its present form in 1998, when a new framework for membership was introduced. 


In April 1999, a new programme of work was initiated relating to IPPC and 
environmental assessment, with the most recent phase being a number of studies 
on the overlap between IPPC and other regulatory frameworks including COMAH, 
and Impact Assessments required under the Town and Country Planning Acts. At 
the same time it has assumed a wider role as a sounding board on issues related to 
IPPC. It continues to be funded by member subscription and grant costs. Details of 
the programme are regularly reported in the newsletter. 


STRUCTURE 
The EAC operates at three levels: 


Members Forum - comprising representatives of all members of the Co-operative. 
Meets three times per year to receive news and reports on current projects, identify 
new areas of interest, receive briefings from field leaders and discuss new 
legislative developments. 


Executive Committee - appointed by the Members Forum and responsible for 
management of the work programme and implementation of the business plan. 
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Project Working Groups - comprised of interested members and responsible for 
carrying forward the projects identified by the Forum.

The National Society for Clean Air and Environmental Protection was founded in 
1898 as an anti-smog campaigning group. Today it brings together organisations 
and individuals across the private, public and voluntary sectors to promote a 
balanced approach to understanding and solving environmental problems. Its 
membership includes 100 corporate members and 290 local authorities, as well as 
many individual members. 


Structu re 


NSCA is a registered Charity, with regional Divisions throughout the UK. The 
Divisions elect members to the National Council of the Society, which determines the 
Society’s principal policies and activities, and to a smaller Board of Trustees, which 
is responsible for effective administration of the Society. Both Council and Board 
have additional co-opted members. The work of the Charity is complemented by a 
registered company, NSCA Services Ltd, which undertakes training and professional 
activities and provides services and support to other environmental bodies. 


Policy 


The Society is recognised nationally and internationally for its balanced arguments, 
response to issues, integrity and promotion of public education. Policy discussion 
and formulation is initiated by NSCA Divisions and at the annual conference as well 
as within the Council of the Society. Policy details are evolved by the appropriate 
committees and working groups. 


Policy Committees 


Each of the principal policy committees of the Society meets quarterly. They develop 
new proposals on policy and practice, prepare responses to Government 
consultations; they contribute to Society projects in the policy, practice, training and 
educational fields, and generally monitor developments within their specialist area. 


Programme 


NSCA develops proposals for government, other authorities and agencies and 
industry on all matters relating to air pollution, noise, land quality, waste and 
environmental management. This includes the drafting of legislation and standards, 
technical matters and local and national issues. NSCA organises conferences, 
workshops and training seminars, produces a wide range of information and 
educational publications and regular briefings on current issues. It also establishes 
from time to time special commissions or working groups to address specific issues 
of immediate concern. 


Information and Publications 


The Society has an extensive library and its information department, which provides 
a service both to members and to the public. Publications include a range of leaflets 
covering current issues and legislation, the annual Pollution Handbook, monthly 
Briefing and quarterly journal Clean Air, NSCA also publishes the papers presented 
at its annual conference, technical papers and occasional reports and surveys.

(Extract from the Articles of Association) 

The Council of the National Society for Clean Air and Environmental Protection consists of: 

- the Chairman and two Deputy Chairmen of Council, elected annually (Article 35). 

- the President of the Society; Immediate Past President; Hon. Treasurer; Immediate Past Chairman of the Council; the elected 
representative of each Division to the Executive Committee; elected representatives from the Divisions (Article 34); and 

- co-opted Members (Article 36). 


Principal Policy Committees 


Air Quality Committee 


- This large and active committee is currently chaired by Steve Moorcroft, head of Air Quality 
for Casella Stanger. In the last 3 years the Committee has played a significant role in 
shaping the UK Air Quality Strategy, and the statutory guidance for Local Air Quality 
Management published by DEFRA. In addition, it has coordinated the development of four 
NSCA guides for local authorities on Air Quality Management. Alongside air quality issues, 
the Committee is extending its work into indoor air pollution and climate change. 


Local Environment Management Forum 


The Forum works in association with the specialist committees to review and assess the 
ways in which our local environments are managed. The integration of environmental issues 
into mainstream policy and the implementation of sustainable development at the local level 
are the principal work areas for this policy group. It is chaired by Graham Rees, Head of 
Environmental Services for Leeds City Council and is concerned with such issues as the 
developing nature of Community Strategies and emerging systems of local environmental 
management, such as Community Warden schemes. 


National Noise Committee 


Noise as a pollutant continues to rise up the political agenda, with the focus shifting from 
domestic to environmental and traffic noise. The National Noise Committee, chaired by Keith 
Horton, acts as the primary policy forum for practitioners, consultants and academics active 
in this field. The work of the Committee is centred on the emerging national ambient noise 
strategy, the development of the EU Directive on the Assessment and Management of 
Environmental Noise and the development of good practice in the management and control 
of noise. It also coordinates National Noise Action Day and the annual NSCA Noise Survey. 


Land Quality Committee 


This is NSCA’s most recently formed Committee and is chaired by Judith Lowe. It has 
concentrated on the legacy of contaminated land and measures for re-development and 
restoration. Two conferences addressed the practical issues arising from the Contaminated 
Land Regime (Part IIA) for both Local Authorities and the Environment Agency, In particular 
strategy development, risk assessment, legal liability, data handling and training. The 
Urban Task Force Report and the Urban White Paper provided opportunities for the 
Committee to contribute to policy development and participate in new initiatives such as the 
launch of the Land Condition Record. The role of organisations such as the Regional 
Development Agencies in successfully delivering the policy objectives will be a clear focus 
for the Committee over the coming year together with its continuing programme of support 
for the effective implementation of land quality legislation. 
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Associated Organisations (Organised or Serviced by NSCA) 


The NSCA Cleaner Transport Forum 


The Cleaner Transport Forum was established in 1997 to bring together organisations with 
an interest in transport and the environment. It has 60 members including representatives 
from the oil and motor industries, local authorities, retail and distribution interests, 
environment and transport consultancies. Two major reports - on Cleaner Fuels and on Low 
Emission Zones - have been published. A summary of the Low Emission Zone Toolkit and 
factsheets can also be downloaded from the NSCA website: www.nsca.org.uk. 


The Forum is currently overseeing a further phase of co-operative research on the 
implementation of Low Emission Zones. Other issues on its agenda include: dealing with 
older vehicles (retrofit and scrappage); transport noise mapping and links to air quality 
management; local authority purchasing of alternatively fuelled vehicles, and other cleaner 
fuels issues.

Environmental Analysis Co-operative 
Aims and Objectives 


The Environmental Analysis Co-operative (EAC) is a collaborative project between industry, 
government and public interest groups, supported and serviced by NSCA. It aims to 
strengthen industry contribution to environmental protection, enhance co-operation between 
operators, regulators and environmental interest groups, and pursue more open and cost- 
effective systems for meeting environmental legislation. 


To achieve these aims, the EAC: 


- provides a forum for operators and regulators to exchange ideas and develop consensual 
approaches; 


- undertakes collaborative projects to develop processes which achieve environmental 
objectives in the most efficient and cost-effective way for process-operators; 


- disseminates and reviews information related to new environmental legislation of relevance 
to regulated industries. 


History 


The EAC was launched in 1994, with the backing of some 50 organisations, as a joint 
exercise using resources and expertise contributed by its members. Following a review of its 
governance and financial arrangements, the EAC was established in its present form in 
1998, when a new framework for membership was introduced. 


In April 1999, a new programme of work was initiated relating to IPPC and environmental 
assessment, with the most recent phase being a number of initial studies on the overlap 
between IPPC and other regulatory frameworks including COMAH and Environmental 
Impact Assessments required under the Town and Country Planning Acts which highlighted 
a number of queries that required further investigation. 


Priorities for 2003-2005 will follow on from the Co-operative’s major programme in support 
of implementing the Environment Agency’s H1 guidance and its more general contribution to 
the initial implementation of IPPC by delivering a program of training for IPPC. 


The Co-operative will focus on medium and longer term aspects of the development of 
regulatory policy, as well as some more focused issues. Amongst these will be a further 
investigation into uncertainties across the IPPC/COMAH interface, in regard to bringing the 
two regulatory systems together. Similarly the need for practical guidance elucidating the 
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different requirements for EIAs and IPPC permitting will be addressed. This project will aim 
at exploring ways to make joint applications or bringing greater co-ordination to the 
application process. 


The Co-operative will also review IPPC implementation across Europe building on work 
undertaken by the European Commission which reviewed the incorporation of IPPC 
requirements into EU member states' laws. The co-operative will examine the 
implementation from the experiences of international companies, operating in a number of 
EU countries. On the future of industrial regulations, the EAC will continue to monitor H1 but 
will be shifting its attention to the future evolution of the regulatory system, focusing 
particularly on streamlining applications under the BRITE system and also pursuing the 
European wide debate about alternative and more flexible systems of regulation, following 
on from the NSCA work on Industrial Regulation and Sustainable Development and the 
ENAP project lead by the Netherlands. 


Structure 
The EAC operates at three levels: 


Members Forum - comprising representatives of all members of the Co-operative. Meets 
three times per year to receive news and reports on current projects, identify new areas of 
interest, receive briefings from field leaders and discuss new legislative developments. 


Executive Committee - appointed by the Members Forum and responsible for management 
of the work programme and implementation of the business plan. 


Project Working Groups - comprised of interested members and responsible for carrying 
forward the projects identified by the Forum.

Regional Conferences — also hosted by IUAPPA member organisations — provide an 
opportunity for environmental protection specialists to examine issues from a regional 
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perspective, to forge partnerships and to look for and promote solutions to regional 
problems. 


Policy Development 


The Union undertakes major projects to develop policy and good practice at international 
level in key areas of the atmospheric and environmental sciences. Its current principal 
concerns are long-range transboundary air pollution, climate change and the complex 
environmental problems of mega-cities. 


Promoting Action 


Hopes for the Future 


In collaboration with the International Academy of Sciences, IUAPPA offers awards to 
outstanding individuals for work which, in the view of the judging panel, can help promote the 
transition to a sustainable world. All papers submitted to IUAPPA World Clean Air 
Congresses and regional conferences are eligible for consideration. 


Developing Policy 


Through its programme of international meetings and publications, IUAPPA works to 
promote more effective policies on the global problems of air pollution and urbanisation, and 
to promote sustainable development; periodically it undertakes major projects within those 
fields. A current priority is a review of scientific, monitoring and political institutions and 
capabilities for better addressing the problem of transboundary air pollution. The Union is 
also preparing a Global Atlas of Atmospheric Pollution. 


Development Fund 


Funded by a levy on registration fees at INAPPA World Congresses, the Fund provides 
financial support for projects aimed at increasing the effectiveness of air pollution control in 
those countries where it is weak. It has helped to fund a number of training workshops in 
developing countries, advising on expert speakers and training materials.
